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The  number  of  deaf-blind  ohlldrea  and  youth  who  hare 
received  some  training  either  in  residential  sohoola  for  the  blind  or 
in  similar  schools  for  the  deaf  p*ppears  to  be  increasing.  At  any  rate 
workers  anon#  the  blind  and  the  deaf  are  hearing  of  aore  oases, perhaps 
this  is  due  to  the  publicity  given  to  the  accomplishments  obtained  in 
the  oases  of  Laura  Dewy  BRIDOttAJf  and  Helen  Adana  KkLL&R. 

I,  personally  knew  both  of  these  and  count  then  aaong  my 
olose  friends  therefore,  when  it  was  found  that  we  had  a little  girl  of 
German  born  parents  in  Jersey  City  who  eaa  losing  both  sight  and  hearing* 
the  xeoolleotions  of  the  methods  used  in  training  Helen  KELLER  as  an 
improvement  over  those  used  in  the  case  of  the  education  of  Hiss  BRlDOHAI 
were  carefully  studied  and  the  following  was  eet  before  the  mother  of 
this  girl  unci  the  teaoher  of  the  public  school  class  for  the  blind  at 
public  school  >14,  Jersey  City,  S.J.,  namely,  that  the  purpose  of  all 
education  is  to  eet  free  all  the  powers  of  the  ohild  and  to  give  the 
ohild  every  possible  means  of  self -expression  and  of  making  contacts, 
accordingly  the  mother  and  te&oher  were  taught  the  manual  one  hand 
alphabet  and  they  In  turn  taught  the  girl.  They  were  tough*  to  read 
and  write  both  script  and  printing  in  the  palm  of  the  hand  when  done 
by  the  finger  of  the  speaker  cr  by  the  speaker  using  the  finger  of  the 
deaf-blind  in  her  own  palm.  This  gave  the  girl,  three  wefp  of  keeping 
in  touoh  with  her  surroundings  and  every -one  oould  oomunloate  with  her. 
This  girl  was  about  seven  years  of  age  when  she  began  to  lose  sight  and 
hearing  and  had  never  been  to  school  and  she  only  knew  German  in  her 
speaking,  she  wne  bright  end  active  end  was  fine  and  oooperatlve.  The 
next  problem  was  to  train  her  so  that  her  speech  would  Improve  and  that 
she  should  at  the  earns  time  learn  to  speak  English.  The  training  of 
Helen  SELLER  to  speak 

had  been  carefully  followed  as  I was  a young  girl 
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at  Parkins  Ins ti tut*  tot  tbs  Blind  in  Mass,  and  I bad  haard  hex 
first  baiting  words  und  ber  first  sent* nos  had  besn  listened  to 
with  wonder  and  admiration  for  ry  dearly  beloved  Itlss  BULL  IV  AK 
now  Mrs.  Uucy  was  ber  toacber.  I bad  also  visited  schools  for  the 
deaf  and  bad  been  trained  in  ohorus  sinking  by  a remarkabls  blind 
singing  teacher  wbo  stressed  tbe  points  that  in  sound  production 
relaxation  of  all  tbe  organ*  of  voles  production  should  be  acquired 
if  possible  and  I knew  that  if  one  was  to  relax  and  be  natural  when 
showing  the  deaf-blind  bow  to  talk  there  must  be  as  little  as  possible 
touob  interference.  Again  I thought  back  to  babies  being  taught  to 
talk  und  remembered  that  mothers  and  cables  make  a lot  of  tbe  humming 
sound  a,  and  that  tbe  babies  put  their  bands  first  on  the  mother's 
throat  and  chest  and  then  after  while  grab  at  their  mouths.  This  led 
m*  to  think  that  the  baby  got  something  from  plaoing  the  hand  on  the 
ohest  and  throat  and  found  that  the  vibration  of  taumemanaaai  was  very 
distinct  there.  I had  besn  told  that  breath  control  and  relaxation 
of  the  vocal  organs  end  even  musoles  of  the  faos  relaxed  by  taking 
this  exeroiso  for  sometime  so  this  was  passed  on  to  the  mother  find 
teacher  then  the  suggestion  that  the  vowel  a,  be  combined  with  the 
sound  of  a,  by  just  dropping  the  jaw  and  from  time  to  time  the  other 
consonants  were  adds*  probably  in  the  following  order , da-ba-pa,  until 
the  entire  grouping  had  been  exhausted.  Then  cams  the  introduction  of 
tbs  othervewels,  probably  in  the  order  most  needed.  Helen  was  not 
physically  able  to  enter  school  as  a regular  pupil  until  she  was  about 
nine  years  old  and  two  years  later  her  mother  died.  Helen  was  con- 
tinued for  five  months  as  a pupil  in  the  publio  school  class  for  the 
blind  but  it  was  too  great  a problem  for  her  sixteen  year  old  cousin 
to  keep  house  for  two  families  and  look  after  Helen,  so  she  was  cent 
for  four  months  to  ths  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruotioa  of 
the  Blind  there  it  was  found  that  the  diseacs  causing  hsr  blindness 
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ana  deafness  was  «g»vin  vary  eotivs  and  she  did  not  gain  so  wry  much 
fro*  hex  sojourn  in  that  excellent  school,  although  she  lea  me*.  to  a&ks 
beds  and  to  take  walks  through  the  beautiful  grounds  of  the  school  and 
the  surrounding  country,  she  also  aude  aany  devotee  friends  aaong  them 
the  housemother  of  the  sohocl,  the  superintendent,  of  wheat  she  said  later 
when  he  sent  the  message  to  her,  "I  Lave  lost  the  ring  oy  which  you  always 
recognize  as  and  t/9  will  have  to  find  soaeoth er  Means  of  recognition,  ■ that 
"I  do  not  need  anything  but  his  fine  fatherly  hand-grasp  to  tell  as  that  it 
is  ay  dear  Dr.  durritt.”  ■■■/hen  lie!  n returned  to  New  Jersey  at  the  doss  of 
the  school  year  her  father,  brother  and  sister  eould  not  be  looateu  and  so 
it  was  arran,  sd  that  she  spend  the  sua^er  vocation  with  the  friend  with 
whoa  I wc.i.  boarding  tjxd  ay  self,  I to  continue  to  train  car. 

It  was  found  when  she  ooae  to  us  Ihnt  her  neck  Measured 
eighteen  inches  und  n naif  where  it  should  only  have  measured  not  more  than 
twelve  inches  and  tat  glands  on  the  fight  side  of  the  neck,  were  so  inflamed 
that  it  seemed  as  if  they  would  burst  at  any  moment.  Then  began  a long 
series  of  visits  to  dooturs  of  all  sorts  and  kinds,  each  an  expert  in  his 
particular  line,  this  hoc  continued  down  to  the  present  tine.  lfany  things 
in  her  cate  contradicted  the  other,  for  example,  she  should  not  be  able 
to  keep  her  balance,  but  whirl  her  around  in  the  swivel  chnir  and  she  would 
put  her  feet  un  the  floor  and  walk  right  off  and  b techy  and  straight  as  if 
she  .iad  oil  her  senses.  She  could  carry  well  filled  trays  without  touching 
her  hands  to  either  side  for  guiding  although  she  would  keep  her  aietanoe 
frou  walls  on  stairs  by  projecting  her  elbow,  although  she  never  touches 
the  wall  only  keeping  the  same  distance  by  vhat  she  oolls  touoh,  even  though 
she  actually  does  not  touch.  The  chief  treatments  have  been  ol tempting 
salvnrean  and  mercury  n&d  while  in  July,  1917  and  for  .ahy  years  afterwards 
up  to  three  years  ago  her  taeseruoui  was  at  the  lowest  two  plus  and  nost  of 
the  time-  four  plus,  now  for  three  years  she  bos  returned  a blood  test  of 
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negative.  It  should  be  said  that  all  of  these  experts  gave  fr  <ly  and 
■ost  generously  their  services  and  this  list  has  included  specialists  of 
all  kinds  and  even  now  we  have  her  examined  two  or  thr  e tinea  a year  by 
t*o  of  Newark's  beet  stomach  and  blood  apeolallsts. 

Then  she  o&ae  to  live  with  me,  July  1,  1917*  having  been 
■1th  me  ever  slnoe,  she  had  lost  her  voice  because  of  the  pressure  on 
the  vocal  organ*  by  the  swollen  glands  and  so  we  had  to  start  all  over 
again  developing  voloe  production. 
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Li  vo  s of  Laura  B.tIJQMAtf  and  Hal  on  EELL*n  and  reports 
of  tnu  o uobtioa  of  tfidee  two  notable  deaf-blind  woman  ns  given  in  the 
«nmui  reports  of  the  Parkin*  Institute  and  Massaobuoatts  School  for 
the  Blind  also  said  annual  reports  giving  aoounts  of  the  education 

of  Edith  THGUA8,  who  seemed  to  be  epileptio.  She  was  committed  to  the 
State  Hospital  at  konsey,  Maos.  cau  the  super in t ardent  of  this  institu- 
tion alwnyo  said  she  was  not  epileptic  and  he  felt  that  thin  was  so 
proven,  because  on  ana  after  semi-monthly  visits  of  the  hone  teaohur,(L. 
Y.1UY~B)  a better  understanding  was  develop**;  between  the  doctors  uud 
nurses  and  the  spells  sseaea  to  become  less  frequent  and  after  the  visits 
of  the  teacher  were  discontinues  she  finally  died.  Thomas  dT  ISuhH 
for  whoa  an  endowment  funu  was  ralseu.  At  the  present  time  »e  is  board- 
ing with  a private  family  in  Hew  York.  He  makes  boxes  whioh  sup;  lies  him 
with  expense  money.  The  Perkins  notes  regarding  him  say  that  they  oould 
never  get  feeyonu  a "yes  and  no"  conversation  with  him.  This  led  me  to 
realise  that  language  must  be  given,  if  self-expression  is  to  be  achieved. 
Vlllle  Elisabeth  HOB IN,  Lewie  YOUDf , Chester  ROBERTS,  Cora  CROCKETT, 
no*  married  to  a deaf-mute  and  having  a child  who  sees  and  he&rs,  and 
Marion  IOBSTRUK  who  is  what  might  be  called  blind-deaf  for  she  was  being 
educated  to  read  lips  and  to  articulate  at  the  Clark  Inetitute  for  the 
Deaf,  Korth  Hampton,  Mass,  when  ahe  lost  her  aight  although  not  entirely 
yet  so  that  it  beoame  necessary  for  her  to  attend  the  Perkins  Institute. 
Two  important  oases  which  were  contemporary  with  Lanrw  BRIDGHAB  sire 
Oliver  CAHILL  and  Mosrls  HEADY. 

The  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the 
Blind,  Overbrook,  Pa.  has  trained  pupils  who  were  so  deaf  in  addition 
to  their  blindness  that  special  apparatus  for  the  deaf  b;,d  to  be  used 
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anH  in  one  case  a megaphone  use  by  the  te-cher  enabled  a lad  to 
complete  hie  oourse  and  although  no*  he  le  numbered  among  the  deaf- 
blind  of  the  country  he  la  eo  induetrioue  that  he  supports  hie  blind 
vlfe  and  family*  Luis  le  Lewis  ilAflS  of  Millville,  !.J* 

The  iohool  for  the  Leal',  iir*  Airy,  Phil  idelp'Ai,  Fa* 
has  eduoateu  two  deaf-blind  girls,  one  Katherine  FRICK,  rho  has  been 
living  in  dew&rk,  tf.J.  for  a short  time.  Hex  father  pabllat.ee  In.  the 
newspapers  that  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  spent  forty-eight  thousand 
dollars  educating  hlb  daughter  and  that  aha  should  be  given  sn  o.  . or- 
t unity  to  write  like  Helen  X2LL1R*  This  girl  speaks  but  net  very  olea*- 

ly.  3a e has  not  yet  made  up  her  t&ind  to  settle  down  one  do  the  thing

at  hand  which  she  can  do.  Ths  other  girl  Is  unknown  to  me  ptrs-OEu  lly.

Also  language  is  useful  only  as  it  enables  one  to  make 
personal  contacts  with  people,  not  just  one  group  who  know  one  special 
fora  of  language  but  all  forms  of  language,  iherefore,  give  the  deaf- 
blind  every  fora  of  interpretation  of  language  possible  such  as  one  hand- 
ed annual  alphabet,  reading  and  writing,  and  reading  and  writing  of  Ink 
ppint  ooth  vrith  pencil  and  finger  on  paper  and  in  the  palm  of  the  hand, 
tae  reading  of  vibrations  by  touch,  lip  reading  by  touch,  although  one 
should  take  great  oare  in  this,  also  the  glove  such  as  vmi  used  by  90RRI8 
K1ADY,  which  had  the  alphabet  in  tiny  keys  on  the  back  and  words  could 

be  spelled  by  touching  the  letters.
